It must be published in nimbors at 
intervala of not more than 31 days, and 
must be printed on a sheet or sheets un- 
atitched. : 

3rd, The full title and date of publication 
must be printed at the top of the first page, 
and the whole or part of the title and the 
date ‘of- publication st the top of every 
aubsaquent page ; and this regulation applies 
to Tables, of Contents and Indices.

paper, unstitched ; or wholly or in of 
engravings, prints, or Hthographe .illustra- 
tive of articles dn the news per: Tho 
supplement must in every case nblished 
with the newspaper, and must haye- the 
title and date of publication of the newspaper 
printed at the top of every page 3 of, it it 
consists of engravings, prints, or ithographa, 
at the top of rary. sheet ovaide, . .. 

A packet contalaing two or more news- 
papers. {s not chargeable with a higher rate 
of postage than would be chargeable on a 
book packet of the same weight, 

4 newspaper posted unpaid, or a packet 
of hewrapepers posted either unpaid .or 
{nsuficiently paid, is treated as an unpaid 
or insufficiently paid book packet of the 
samo weight ; : 
. ‘The postage’muet bo propald either by:an

A newspaper which has any letter, or any 
communication of tho nature of a letter, 
written in It or upon its cover, is charged 
a8 an unpaid or insufficiently paid letter.

A book-packet may contain any number 
of separate books. or other publications 
(including printed or lithographed letters), 
photographs ohare not on glass or in cases 
containing glass or any like substance), 
drawinga, prints, or maps, and any quantity 
of paper, or any other substance in ordinary: 
use for writing or printing upon; and the 
hooks or other publications, prints, maps, 
&., may be either printed, written, en- 
graved, lithographed, or plain, or any 
Further, all legijjmate 
binding, mounting, or covering of a 00k, 
dec. or of a pene thereof, is allowed, 
whether such binding, &o. be loose or 
attached ; as ‘also rollers in the cane of 
prints or maps, markers (whether of paper 
or otherwise) in the case of books, pens or 
pencils In the case of pooket-books, &o., 
and, in short, whatever 1s necossary for the

Indigo cannot be sent to any place abroad. 

A packet of patterns or samples sent to 
the Azores, Cape de Verd Islands, France, 
Madeira, Portugal, or by French packet, 
to Turkey, Syria, or Egypt, must not 
exceed 18 inches in length, width, or 
depth ; a packet to any other place abroad 
must not exceed 24 Inches in length or 12 
inches in width or depth.

To provide the greatest possible facilities 
for posting Correspondence for, Europe, 
&,, up to the latest moment before the 
departure of the Fronch Packets, arrange- 
ments have boen made for receiving at the 
Post Office late letters—excep? those to 
und through Australia—from 11,16 a. to 
11.30 A.M. Each letter must bear a late fee 
of 18 cents extra postage. 

The above arrangement is intended to 
meet occasional emergencies, and not for 
the regular posting of extensive correspon- 
dence. Should it be found, therefore, that- 
large and unmanageable numbers of letters 
are habitually thrown upon the Department 
at the last moment, a heavier late feo will 
be imposed. 

_A similar supplementary Mail will .be 
made up for Shanghai by the English and 
French Contract Steamers, the late letters 

received from 10 minutes after, up 
to half an hour after the timo of closing, 
The late feo will also be 18 cents.

THE CHINA BAIL. 


HONGKONG, SATURDAY, AvGuST 18, 1877. 


Mx William Hepworth Dixon, the well- 
known historian and’ traveller, and 


.} author of “Her Majesty's’ Tower,” has 


recently published 2 work— The White 
Conquest ””—in which he treata largely 
of the Chineso question in California. 
Mr Dixon studied the question on thb 
spot—a circumstance that has énabled 
him to furnish some information respect- 
ing it both novel and interesting, One 
of the best ofthe chapters is-that giving 
the results of an interview he had with 
Lee Wong, a merchant of high standing 
and approved integrity, to whom he was 
introduced by the British Consul. The 
information imported by Lee respecting 
his countrymen in California’ rather 
upsets many of the ideas commonly 
entertained liere on the matter, Take, 
for instance, the institution that has 
always been known here as the. “Six 
Companies,” According to Lee there 
are only five companies, and all these are 


_|in reslity located in China, “What is 


generally known as the “ Sixth Compa- 
ny” is-simply a committee of: e- 
ment and arbitration, which docs git in 
San Francisco, and which is charged with 
looking after the business on the Pacific 
coast. The “Five Companies” collect the 
emigrants in China, carry them to Canton 
and Hongkong, make all arrangements 
for their transport, and see them put on 
board the mail steamers. The duty.of 
the Committee or “Sixth Company” is 
to receive the emigrants on their arrival, 


- and see. that all their contracts and 


obligations are carried out, . These 
remarks certainly throw a different light 


on the “Six Conipanies” than that in | .. 


whioh they have hitherto been regarded, 


dhere, and, as Mr Dixon's observations 


indicate, in America, Wo know of 
nothing to disprove them, excepting that 
the Companies in their memorials to the. 
authorities of Sen Francisco have spoken 
of themselves on the ‘Six Companies,” 
and, if we remember rightly, most of the 
memorials bore aix signatures, Still, as 
the Ohinéss do everything differently 
from other people, it is quite probable thet 
the “ Committee” signed for iteelf and 
the “Five Companies” as well, Leo ini- 
parted the additional information that 
the passage money-of the emigrants was 
usually paid by the“ Five Companies," 
but some of the emigrants paid it ‘thent~ 
selves, The following extract gives a 
little insight into the operations of the’ 
“Five Companies” in Ohinasx 
“The Five Companies send their agents 
up end down the provinces; both near the 
sea and far inland, to tell poor le, who 
are pinched for rice and: tea, of the grest 
giatkets which are opening for tholr labor in 
Califernis; ‘Oregon, ‘and Mevads, 


find all means of tx 3 bere b: 
road, thero by river; doing tinge 80 wall 
having plenty-of rich-men to help—that they 
1g amon to.the- coast in carts and boats 
for ‘less: ntonby’ than he could get-along on 
foot.

SUPREME COURT. 
IN CRIMINAL SESSIONS, 


(Bofors His Lordship the Ohief Justice, Sir 
JoHN Snta1e,) 


August 18, 1877, 


ROBBERY. 
_ Leung Akum, a gardener, was arraigned 
‘on tvo counts for robbing o silver watch 
anda gold chain, with an appendage, from 
Capt. Thos. F, Burr, on the 2nd August 
at Garden Road. : ‘ 
“The prisonor at first pleaded not guilty, 
but afterwards snid he was guilty. 

It appeared that a Chinoie gardener and 
another Chinaman were instrumental in the 

- detection of this orime and in the recovery 
8 3 erty. The Attorney Goneral, the 
Hon. G. Phillippo, said that it some ‘notice 
were taken of those who had. behaved so 
well a great deal of poe might be done. 
The Chinaman who had behaved himself xo 

. well had not, however, been found. 

The Chief Justice said thatyso far as the 
Chinese gardener was concerned, he was in 
the Government employ, and he could bring 
his praiseworthy conduct to the notice of the 
Governor. As to the other man, it wasa 

ity that he could not be found as he had 
Ee what was very creditable to" himself. 

‘The Gardener was then called forward and 
jnformed that his conduct would be brought 
to the notice of the Governor. 

Boforo the prisoner was sentenced, he was 
asked what be had to say in reference to the 
infamous statement he had made against 
‘Captain Burr, : 

The prisoner ‘said he had nothing to.say ; 
but on his Lordship expressing surpriso, 
the prisoner stated it was true, Ho. was 
a small mon, and how dared he to xb a 
man who was much taller and stronge 
than himeelf. The proseoutor’s coat, mor 
over, was not torn in any way, 

The Chief Justice said that, if the pti- 
potter persisted in his infamous statement, 
‘Ais Lordshipmust pass a very sévere sen- 
tenoa on him, : 

Tho' prisoner replied through the intet- 
proter' in tho affirmative. 

His Lordship, in passing sentence on the 

risonet, desired him to be informed that 
Pad as the robbery was, his conduct, 
by the way he had tried to cover it or 
excuse it, had made it infinitely worse. 
Bis Lordship had read these depositions, 
which were taken on oath with the greatest 
gave by a Magistrate who was known. to.bo 
a very careful man, and from the locality and: 
tine ‘of the occurrenco, he must say. that the. 
ptatement against tho Captain was infamous 
and untrue, The prisoner's own conduct had 
shewn that he had stolen the things. He hid 
. the watch away-and did everything which 
an infamous robber would do. “He wasthen 
sentenced to seven years’ ponal servitude, 
and his Lordship observed that it was not 
half what he deserved. 


tothe Chinaman who could not be found, his 
conduct was very good, and he trusted he 
” would yet: bo discovered : 
‘The Chief Justice then addressed Captain 
Burr andsaid that he thought it right to say. 
that all who had read these depositions and 
who knew the facts of the case-would approve 
of the way in which he had acted in this 
matter. His conduct throughout was ex- 
eodively good, and for the way he had been 
’ exposed, he had the sympathy of every one 
who knew this case, and Capt, Burr lett the 
Court without the slightest imputation from 
the infamous statement which the prisoner 
had made against him. : 
Capt, Burr thanked the Court for: the 
expression it bad made regarding himself. 
He had gone to.a great deal of trouble and 
expense to prosecute this ease, and the 
statement against him was utterly false, He 
was sick and had come down here for the 
Denefit of his health, He had been-only 
here two days and ‘was a stranger. This 
* oirounistance and the fact of the time at 
which the robbery was committed (it being 
still light yat) precluded the possibility of 
the prisoner's assertion being true; it was 
'p tissue of falsehoods from beginning to end. 
Capt. Burr again thanked the Court for the 
expression of sympathy on his behalf,

: (From a Correspondent.) - : 

Fitzroy Ialand, situated about 90 miles 
south from Cooktown, as most of your rea- 
ders know, has been converted into @ qua- 
rantine station, An oxp3rience, therefore, 
of @ passage in a coolio ‘ship from Hong. 
kong, coupled with sixteen daya’ quarauting 
on Fitzroy Island, may not be unintorest- 
log to thoae not similarly blessed, 

At Hongkong, 762 Ohineso embarked In 
our vessel for the golden castle of Chinose 
expectatlons—Oooktown. 
provided for by the agents, but fortunately 
no gteat‘inconventence was experienced by 
this culpable negligence on thelr part, On 
coming on board at Hongkong, ‘all rifles 
and guns were taken from the Chinese pas- 
sengers, and carofully locked up, as a pro: 
caution againat accident, 

Two days after the voyage was commeéne- 
ed, condensed water was served out to the 
‘cookies ; they point blank. refused to touch 
it and demanded the water suck as used by 
the officers of the ship and European pas- 
sengers; the Chinese interpreter in 1 
mysterlous manner informing the officors,

+A now. wondor has been introduced, to 
the Londén’ pablic,-an automaton: that 


writes and draws, We read in the Times :— ¢ 


Messrs. Maskelyne and Cooke's Zoo, the 


‘new writing and sketching automaton at 
the Egyptian. Hall, bears no resemblance’ 


whatevot, to the.gelebrated androids of the’ 
Swiss ‘mechanician La Droz, of the French 
mechanician Maillardet, and of the great 
conjuror and subtle inventor, Robert Hou- 
din. ‘They. wero ingenious pieces of 
clockwork ‘and nothing moro, Thus Mr, 
Le Droz’s figure was tho size of life. It 
held in its hand a metallic style, and when
